SUB J : DEFENSE MINISTER'S COMMENTS ON GOT REACTION TO AID CUT-OFF

1. SUMMARY: IN LATEST OF A SERIES OF INTERVIEWS WITH 
LOCAL PRESS, DEFENSE MINISTER ILHAMI SANCAR OUTLINED MORE 
EXPLICITLY THAN GOT LEADERS HAVE PREVIOUSLY DONE THE 
ACTIONS WHICH WOULD BE TAKEN AGAINST U.S. INSTALLATIONS IF 
AID NOT RESTORED, REAFFIRMED GOT INTENTIONS TO REMAIN 

IN NATO, AND AGAIN EXPRESSED DETERMINATION TO EXPAND 
DEFENSE INDUSTRIES. END SUMMARY. 

2. ACCORDING FEBRUARY 27 ISSUE OF CONSERVATIVE DAILY 
TERCUMAN, SANCAR STATED THAT, IF CONGRESS DOES NOT 
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AND TUSLOG, SECONDLY "COMMUNICATIONS INSTALLATIONS WHICH 
ARE LINKED ONLY TO THE U.S.", AND FINALLY, "ALL OTHER 
INSTALLATIONS REQUIRED BY MUTUAL ASSISTANCE AGREEMENT.” 
"NATO JOINT DEFENSE BASES” WERE EXPLICITLY EXCLUDED 
FROM GOT SHUT-DOWN PLAN OUTLINED BY SANCAR. CHARGING 
THAT U.S. STALLING HAD PREVENTED COMPLETION OF IMPLEMENTING 
AGREEMENT NEGOTIATIONS, SANCAR SAID GOT IS NOW IN A 
POSITION TO "FREEZE THINGS WHERE THEY ARE, MAKE 
RETROSPECTIVE REVISIONS AND TAKE DECISIONS ON INSTALLATIONS” 
OUTSIDE NATO FRAMEWORK. COMMENT: "TUSLOG” IS 
PROBABLY RUBRIC FOR BALGAT SUPPORT INSTALLTION IN ANKARA, 
"COMMUNICATIONS INSTALLATIONS" FOR INTELLIGENCE GATHERING 
AND PERHAPS SOME ASSOCIATED COMMUNICATIONS FACILITIES, 

AND "NATO JOINT DEFENSE BASES" FOR INCIRLIK AIRBASE. 

THESE PRIORITIES COINCIDE WITH OUR ESTIMATE OF CURRENT 
GOT THINKING. 

3. SANCAR EMPHASIZED THAT U.S. AID CUT-OFF WOULD NOT 
AFFECT TURKEY'S RELATIONS WITH NATO. HE NOTED. HOWEVER, 

THAT NATO'S SURVIVAL DEPENDED ON ITS SOUTHEASTERN FLANK 
REMAINING STRONG AND DEPLORED A TENDENCY TOWARDS 
RELAXATION ON THE PART OF NATO MEMBERS NOT DIRECTLY 
FACING DANGER. 

4. SANCAR PREDICTED THAT NATIONAL AWAKENING RESULTING FROM 
CYPRUS PEACE OPERATION WILL PRODUCE FINANCIAL RESOURCES 
NEEDED FOR EXPANSION OF DEFENSE INDUSTRIES. HE SAID 
DECISION WOULD SOON BE TAKEN ON AIRCRAFT INDUSTRY AND 
THAT TURKEY HAD REACHED "TEST PERIOD FOR UTILIZATION OF 
NUCLEAR ENERGY BOTH FOR INDUSTRY AND FOR DEFENSE." 

(ABC STRINGER HERE TELLS US THAT SANCAR IN FEBRUARY 27 
INTERVIEW WITH HIM ALSO RAISED POSSIBILITY OF TURKEY 
OBTAINING NUCLEAR ARMS CAPABILITY.)
